Upon consulting his advisor to 
decide upon classes, a student 
need only fill out the required 
material, have it signed, and re- 
turn it to the Registrar's office 
by the end of the week to be 
ready for next year. This will 
leave advisors free to counsel 
new students exclusively in the 
fall.

An additional new feature this 
year is that the standard regis- 
tration booklet will be replaced 
by an IBM packet, to facilitate 
machine processing of materials.

Social workers are among those who receive their edu- 
cation at Sacramento State College. Such interesting and 
worthwhile fields as foster home workers, probation and 
juvenile work and work with the aged are prepared for in 
the closely allied curriculums of corrections and social wel- 


fare. The main difference in the 
two is that corre tions majors 
work with probation departments, 
parole or juvenile delinquents, 
while social welfare majors do 
group work or work for private 
agencies, according to Dr. Doro- 
thy Zietz, associate professor of 
social welfare. 

Currently about 80 students 
are majoring in the programs, 
with an even distribution between 
the two, The preparation helps 
the students to attain che experi- 
ence at beginning levels through 
interviewing and methods cours- 
es, says Mrs. Zeitz. 

The program at SSC and at 
othe> state colleges is considered 
pre-professional training, since 
the MA degree is not offered. 
The two main purposes are to 
prepare students for social work

Being probabiy the most significant single issue at 


present in the United States,

puses. Going on this assumption, it is The Hornet’s feeling 
that the letter and reply are a convenient means of bring- 


ing the issue to the campus. 


There are three phases o 


f this issue that are of utmost 


significance to the American people. 


In the first place 


the fact this racial problem exists 


indicates that some of the basic freedoms set down in the 
U.S. Constitution are not only ideals but do not even exist. 
Secondly the existence of the racial problem is an ex- 
ample of the distance between the actual application of the 
democratic theory and some of the basic concepts included 
in the theory itself, specifically concepts of dignity of the 
individual, mutual respect between and for individuals, etc. 
Another phase to be mentioned here concerns the ef- 


fect of the problem on the thinking of persons in Europe 
about the United States. One of the foreign students on the 
campus mentioned the other day that people in Europe felt 
that the Russians had more of an excuse for their action in 
Hungary than Americans have for their racial problems. 


These three phases of the issue are enough to make it 
necessary for every individual in the U.S. become involved 


in the problem.

Thank you for the very informative letter which you 
sent me, It happens that I was not at home when it was 


delivered. Please pardon my 


delay in responding. Some of 


the delay is due to my uncertainty as to whom or where to 
send the reply. I regret that in your effort to enlighten me 


you neglected to identify your- 
self by name or address.. This 
failure makes it impossible for 
me to send you a personal and 
private reply, which I shouid like 
to do. Since this is not possible, 


and since I think it is courteous 
that I endeavor to inform you 
that I have received and read 
your letter, I shall endeavor to 
have it published, in hope that 
you will discover that your effort 
was not in vain 

1 regret that you underesti- 
mate your importance. Who you 
are is important. Your behavior 
affects many persons, even me. 
Because you are important, and 
because my well-being, directly 
or indirectly, is affected by your 
conception of yourself and of 
your relation to others, | hope 
that you consider how import- 
ant you are. 

You are more than “a south- 
erner from Lake Charles, Louisi- 
ana” you are an American, I 
presume, and one who has prob- 
ably read the Declaration of In- 
dependence, and the Constitu- 
tion of the United States of 
America. It is quite likely, also 
that you have pledged allegiance 
to the Flag of the United States, 
our Homeland. I am inclined to 
believe that at some time in the 
past you have professed to be- 
lieve in the concept of democracy, 
the principle of equality of op- 
portunity. I am inclined to be- 
lieve, further, that basically you 
are a “good American,’ because 
you have been chosen (1) to in- 
form me of your affiliation and 
your intention, (2) to warn me 
of impending danger, and (3) to 
advise me as what I should do, 
For this I am grateful. 

Congratulations on your read- 
ing Coronet which magazine fre- 
quently contains important ar- 
ticles. Unfortunately, however, 
the title of the article which you 
read, The Integration Fight is 
Killing Tuskegee, is misleading. 
if Tuskegee is being killed, it is 
not being killed by the “integra- 
tion fight.” If it is being killed, 
might it not be by shortsighted, 
narrowminded and undemocratic 
public officials and citizens who 
deprive some American citizens 
of civic rights and opportunities 
by refusing to register them, and 
by gerrymandering a city? Those 
in favor of integration did not 
reduce the size of the city, nor 
did they propose to abolish a 
county. They do not seek to de- 
stroy the integrity and the pres- 
tige of an historic municipality; 
they try to build its resources, 
enhance its prestige, and make 
it a model for democratic living 
and progress. 

By this time, I hope that you 
have recovered from your ill- 
ness. I regret that you were 
made “sick” by me and my 
ideals. Whenever I am respon- 
sible for the illness of anyone, I 
am unhappy.

cided not to speak to the Ne- 


groes whom you have known 
“because of what their race is 
trying to pull.” Is this fair to 
them? Have they mistreated 
you? Have you asked them 
whether or not they are in fa- 
vor of what you think “their 
race is trying to pull’? I regret 
even more your development of 
the capacity to “hate.” Hatred 
is both expensive and dangerous. 
It takes time and effort to hate. 
And when one is hating, he can- 
not be loving. When ne is act- 
ing on hatred, he cannot be en- 
gaged in noble efforts. Persons 
who hate are unhappy persons. 
Many of them are afraid, and 
fear is dangerous. Many persons 
who are afraid find it difficuit 
to resist the temptation to en- 
gage in vice or crime, Love is 
much more satisfying, ‘and hon- 
orable, than hatred. Please ex- 
amine yvur present emotional 
content, and see if you might not 
want to talk with your one-time 
“fairly good” Negro friends. If 
you listen to them, and objec- 
tively examine their civic status 
and opportunities, you might dis- 
cover in them nothing which 
elicits your respect, you would 
rise to the challenge if you 
would decide to meet and work 
with them in an effort to help 
them become worthy of your re- 
spect and possibly of your love. 
If you do not think of yourself 
“as better than a Negro,” then 
you can afford to do this. 

1 am glad that you believe 
“in the Negro having everything 
1 have.” If by “everything” you 
mean the civic status and oppor- 
tunities to which you have ac- 
cess, that is exactly what Ne- 
groes are working for. When you 
are willing for “the Negro” to 
have everything you have “just 
as long as he stays on his side 
of the fence,” you write as if you 
and he are not in the same field. 
You and he are living in the 
United States of America, one 
Nation, indivisible. Where is the 
fence that divides? How can the 
Negro stay on “his side of the 
fence” if he does not see any 
fence, and if the Federal Gov- 
ernment does not recognize the 
existence of any fence? 

There are many implications 
which can be drawn from your 
statement that you “don't want 
to see intermarriage between 
a colored man and white women.” 
Polygyny is not legal in the 
United States. Do you mean to 
imply that there is the possibility 
that two or more white women 
might become the wives ot a 
colored man? or do you mean 
to imply that intermarriage be- 
tween white man and a colored 
woman would meet with your 
approval? or that you are not 
interested in what the white 
woman might think about the 
extra-marital relations of the 
white man and the colored wom- 
an? Since no man is able to 
marry a woman if she says “No,” 
do you imply that there are some 
white women who could not, or 
would not, say “No”? Does your 
statement suggest thai there are 
some white women whose judg- 
ment you do not trust? In the 
United States, is not legal mar- 
riage between healthy persons 
considered more honorable, and 
more in keeping with the moral 
code of our culture, than illegal 
extra-marital relations? 


You err when you say that my 
associates and ! are “fighting.” 
We are not “fighting,” we are 
simply working hard to be good, 
productive Americans. We are 
trying diligently to get the same 
kind of education you and your 
associates want to that we may 
be able to make contributions to 
the culture which are compar- 
able to those which you and your 
associates make. We do not want 
to fight; we want to learn and 


earn. We do not want to shed 
blood; we want to maintain the 
peace. We regret that you threat- 
en to shed blood. 


It happens that I canuot ane 
swer your question as to whether 
or not “damn Yankees love nig- 
gers.” I have never asked any- 
one I know whether or not he 
loved me. Those whom I know 
seam to love justice, fairplay, 
the Golden Rule, and recognize 
and respect the rights of their 
fellow Americans. I do know that 


they have allowed me many 
more opportunities to develop my 
mind and my cultural interests 
and competencies than have 


Southern white Confeder s. 


As for leaving the South, | am 
not interested. | was ‘orn in the 
South and attended the public 
elementary schoo! in my native 
state, South Carolina. Although 
the educational opportunities in 
the county in which | ived were 
grossly inferior to those provid- 
ed for white youth, as reported 
by white citizens, | did have the 
opportunity to read the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and the 
Contitution of the United States, 
and | believed what | read. I 
believed that | was a full citizen 
of this Nation, and that this was 
a land of opportunity, where the 
law-abiding and the industrious 
could prosper. | believed, also, 
that it was the duty of every 
American citizen to contribute 
constructively to the develop- 
ment of his Fatherland. | have 
spent my past years studying the 
arts of peace, not the science of 
war. Professionally, | have sought 
to enlighten and heal the minds 
of youth and men, not to poison 
them. My mission is to shed light, 
not blood, and | hope | may be 
permitted to shed it in the South 
before the more martial-minded 
shed blood. Because |! believe 
firmly that those who live by the 
sword shall perish by the sword, 
1 am not now prepared “to fight 
anywhere, any sort of way.” 1 
am a worker, not a fighter. 

As sincere as I think you are, 
I hope that the United States 
Supreme Court will not take your 
suggestion to “go to hell.” To 
“go to hell” would be cowardly. 
There is too much work yet to 
be done in America. The Su- 
preme Court in some of its re- 
cent decisions has been merely 
trying to implement the Ameri- 
can value of equality of oppor- 
tunity, and to rectify the unfore 
tunate decision of the 1896 Court. 
The present Court now knows 
that if Western Civilization is to 
survive, it will need contribu. 
tions from citizens who have de- 
veloped themselves to the opti- 
mum, and this can be done only 
when opportunities are unre- 
stricted. We can either work co- 
operatively and honorably, and 
try to compete successfully with 
undemocratic opponents, or we 
can waste our resources, efforts, 
and time, and wait for subjuga- 
tion. What is your choice?

It is not my desire to offend. | 
do not threaten you. | am sorry 
that you hate me. |! do not hate 
you. This might not be of any 
value to you, but it makes me
